With the tour due 
to starr on November 6, the 
mater had to be ‘resolved 
quickiv. 

The Indian Government wus 
in a dilerema. Cricket is the 
country’s greatest sporting pas. 
sion and canceilarion of the 
tour, robbing followers of the 
opportunity to see heroes tike 
Boycott and Borham, would have 
been hisbly unpopular.

Warsaw 
threat 
to ban 
strikes

Warsaw, Oct 30 


General Wojciech Jarurelski, 
the Polish Communist Party 
Jeader and Prime Minister, 
pınounced today that the 
Goryerunment would press 
Parliament to approve a Bil! 
suspending the right to strike 
jf an anti-strike resolucion was 
ignored. 

The move came after the 
pariy Central Committee had 
called for legislation tem- 
porarily banning sırikes and 
after Solidarity had staged a 
one-hour national strike. Before 

ressing on with the Bill, 

neral Jaruzelski said, the 
authorities wanted to wait to 
see if a resolution by the Seim 
{parliament) would affect the 
union, whose leaders last night 
appealed to members to stop 
striking. Jf the resolution went 


unheeded the Government 
would acr urgently to ger the 
Bill passed. 

“The interests of the 


Socialist state, the peaceful 
existence of our nation, must 
and wil be protected”, the 
General said. Obviously the 
Government, under pressure 
from many sympathizers, has 
derided to wait, as ir is clear 
that the Solidarity presidium 
has reacted to appeals for 
moderation. Last night it 
desçribed. the situation as 
critical ard called on members 
1o end the strikes. But on the 
rhreat of legislation ir 
said: “No one can deprive us 
of the right to strike, nor shall 
we permit it”. 

The Solidarity presidium will 
submit zo the national carmmis. 
sion, which meets on Tuesday, 
a. proposal which would be a 
Rid of self-imposed limir on 
che right to strike. Ir envisages 
disciplinary measures against 
“anyone engages in activi 
ties which weaken the union ”, 

Clearly if, sees the present 
uncontrollable strikes as dong 
that and ja its appeal ir em- 
phasizes that the necessity to 
stop all protest actiops was in 
the interests of the union.
